THE EXCHANGE OF TOBACCO FOR WOMEN. 


VIRGINIA, fo named, in honor of Elizabeth the 
virgio queen of England, was the eldeft filter among the 
Britifh Ametican colonies : and fhe has never been {cru- 
pulous in claiming, from her younger fillers, the full 
amount of refpeét and homage, that belongs to [eniori- 
ty.---The fit effeflive feulemeat of this ** Ancient Do- 
minion,” as Virginia has been called, was in the year 
1609; thirteen years before the fettlement of Plymouth 
in New-England. The emigrants came over to Virginia, 
not by pairs, as the creatures went into the Ark, but 
without wives and females ; and were mere adventurers in 
+ a of wealth, who determined, as foon as their fortunes 

ould be made, to return to England, As this determi- 
nation, carried into effeét, might have been fatal to the co- 
lony, Sir Edwin Sandy’s, in order to attach the colonifis to 

F sbel foil, and to prevent their return, advifed the proprie- 

~~" tors in England to fend them over a cargo of young wo- 

-_sanen, and to exchange thele neceffaries of life for tobac- 

5 se This prudent advice was followed ; and accordingly, 

“Peeths year 1630, ninety girls were {ent to the Virginia 
planters at onetime, A freight of fixty more was feat the 
next year. A fpecies of commerce fo highly advantageous 
not declined by the planters, The love of women, in this 
jaflance, compleatly triumphed over forbid avarice, info. 
much, that files of gallant Virginians wese ‘o be feen, car- 
sying down to the thip, with a hafty fiep, their bundles 
ef tobacco, and, efter making the exchange, coadu@ing 
homme their dear fpoufes, At firfl, the value of a wile 
was eRimaied at one hundred and twenty pounds of tobac- 
co: but es the fale of this precious commodity was rapid, 
the price foon role to an bundied and fifty pounds, In. 
deed it refle&is no Small degree of honor upon the genero- 
fity and gallantry planters, that they fhould voluo- 
tarily give fach prices for their wives; e{pecially when it 
is confidered that King James of England, who was fo bi.- 
ter ao enemy to fmoking, that with his own royal hand he 
wroie a book againft it, bad prohibited the Virginians 
from raifing tobacco, beyond tke annuai quantity of one 
hundred pounds) each «--Under thefe circumftances, the 
parchafe of a wife muft have cot a plamer fifty per cen 
more than his whole tobacco crop, for a fingle year. 

It would feem that fome of the planters were under the 
neceflity ef purchafing their wives on credit; and in order 
to prevent evafions of payment, which otherwife might 
likely have happened, efpecially if they found themfelves 
cheated in their bargains, the general aflembly enaéted, 
that ‘‘ the price of a wife fhould have the precedence of 
all other debts, in recoveryand payment, becaule (fays 
the affembly) of ali kinds of merchandize, this was the 
moft defirable.’” In fact, though bona fide debts have not 
always been recoverable by law, in Virginia; yet, in this 
inflance of “the moft defirable kind of merchandize,” 
the legiflature, much to its honor, folemnly ordained that, 
in cafe of the purchele of a wife oncredit, the purchafer 
fhould pay the tubacco, even to the laft ounce, that he had 
coni:aéted to give for her. 

The memory of fuch a remarkable piece of hiftory as I 
have been relating, ought, 1 shink, to be perpetuated by 
fome public monument, As wool is the Mable of Britain 
and the prime fource of its wealth, it has been a cuftom, 
time out of mind, for the firft Lord of the treafury to fit 
wpona wool fack : and with equal, if not greater proprie- 
ty, might the fpeaker of the Virginia Afflembly be feaied 
upon a fack of tobacco ; feeing this odoriferous plant has 
not only been the Aaple of commerce, in the ancient do- 
minion, but alfo the bafis of population, [ Balance,
